If you forgot your most important 
piece of luggage when you left home 
for Provo this week, just be sure you 
haven't forgotten to buy season tick- 
ets for Cougar football, said BYU’s 
assistant athletic director. 

Val Hale said about 3,300 tickets 
were still available as of Aug. 25. 
Because only 8,000 had been sold by 
the original Aug. 15 deadline, an ex- 
tension has been made. 

About 10,700 of the available 
14,000 season packages have been 
sold. 

“Students can apply for season 
tickets through Aug. 28,” Hale said. 
“These are all six-game, rotated- 
seating packages.” 

Those wanting tickets can pick up 
and fill out an application at the Mar- 
riott Center, Hale said. 

Tickets will be distributed at the 
Marriott Center beginning Aug. 31. 
If students want to sit together in 
groups, they must pick their tickets 
up together. “If someone goes to the 
Marriott Center on Aug. 31,” Hale 
said, “and then his friends all go on 
Sept. 7 so they can sit as a group, he 
won't be able to sit with his friends.” 

If tickets are still available next 
week, students can go to the Mar- 
riott Center and purchase them. 

BYU changed its ticket distribu- 
tion system this year in what is now a 
clearly successful effort to increase 
sales of tickets to basketball and 
other sports. 

Basketball season-ticket sales for 
the 1992-93 year are already nearing 
the 6,000 mark, up from 2,100 in 
1991-92. 

“Basketball sales are up signifi- 
cantly,” Hale said, “but we still have 
basketball tickets available.”

The ticket office may make up to 
10,000 season tickets available. “We 
haven’t used that many for students 
since the Ainge era,” he said. 

The Marriott Center will be get- 
ting a new video wall/scoreboard. 
“The new scoreboard will make the 
student ticket more desirable,” Hale 
said. Those sitting far from the floor 
will now be better able to enjoy the 
game due to the video wall. 

Sales for an“Olympic Sports” pass 
have also been brisk. The pass is new 
this year and includes baseball, vol- 
leyball, track and field, gymnastics, 
tennis and women’s basketball for 
just $15. 

The football team will be facing 
perhaps its toughest home schedule 
ever. The schedule includes a special 
Thursday night game against San 
Diego St., picked by seven of 11 pre- 
season polls to unseat BYU as WAC 
champions, No. 17 UCLA, No. 8 
Penn St., a Friday night affair 
against Utah St. and the first visit to 
Cougar Stadium by new WAC mem- 
ber Fresno St. 

Ticket applications were sent to 
students in July, and though Hale 
says demand for the tickets appears 
to be down, many students haven’t 
had a chance to apply. 

“Once the tickets are gone, they’re 
gone,” he said. “I’m sure there are 
some students who didn’t get appli- 
cations or who lost theirs.” 

Once the Aug. 15 deadline passed, 
2,400 of the 16,400 season tickets 
originally allotted for the student 
body were made available to the 
public. Those packages did not in- 
clude tickets to the Penn St. game, 
because the Nittany Lions required 
2,400 more tickets than BYU nor- 
mally gives visiting teams. 

The ticket office sold 14,000 stu- 
dent season ticket packages in 1991.

BYUSA has planned activities to 
introduce new students to the various 
clubs offered at BYU.

Approximately 4,500 students are 
expected to attend the orientation, 
which goes from today until Satur- 
day. 

The international clubs seem to go 
after the new students more quickly 
than the others, Stokes said. 

The international clubs help give a 
foundation to the international stu- 
dents, Stokes said. “Many students 
may have language barriers or cul- 
tural barriers,” she said. “The clubs 
are there to render aid to the new 
students.” 

Stokes said there are 93 clubs on 
campus, but several more are ex- 
pected to be approved in the near fu- 
ture. 

Students need to know the only 
prerequisite for joining a club is to be 
a BYU student and to have an inter- 
est in the club, Stokes said. 

If students can’t find a club that 
meets their needs, she said, they can 
start their own, as long as they are 
sponsored by a full-time faculty or 
staff member and it meets BYUSA 
approval. 

In September, students will have 
another opportunity to explore the 
various campus clubs. Club Week, 
which will run from Sept. 21-24, will 
give the entire student body a chance 
to see what the clubs have to offer, 
Stokes said. 

“Getting involved with a small-knit 
group can help so much,” she said.

- But if he or she refuses to pay the 
medical and replacement bills, you 
may want to consult the BYU Office 
of the Ombudsman, 436 ELWC, 
which offers free legal advice and me- 
diation, as well as information on 
taxes and consumer issues. 

~ “We are not lawyers,” said Om- 
budsman Rebecca Dewey, 21, a se- 
nior in political science from Philadel- 
phia, Pa. “We don’t take sides. We 
are third party, uninvolved media- 


tors.” 

Staff members help students re- 
solve disputes with businesses, em- 
ployers, faculty, landlords of non- 
BYU-approved housing and with 
each other, Dewey said. 

“We deal a lot with contracts,” 
Dewey said. “We have access to the 
Utah Code and to the Provo and Orem 
city ordinances.” 

The office also sponsors the Volun- 
teer Income Tax Assistance Program 
(VITA) on campus, which helps stu- 
dents file their income tax forms. 
Dewey said the office supplies forms 
from every state. 

People can also file complaints with 
the Ombudsman’s Office against busi- 
nesses operating in the area. Con- 
sumers with concerns about a busi- 
ness’ practices can call the office to 
see if it is listed in'the complaint file.

Writing your first paper of your 
first semester at BYU may not even 
be on your mind yet, but it likely will 
be very shortly. 

Unless you’re fortunate enough to 
have a computer of your own, or a 
roommate with a computer, you will 
probably be hunting for a place to ei- 
ther type or word-process your first 
paper, as well as the many papers you 
will be writing and typing during your 
college career. 

Several places are available on 
campus where students can use com- 
puters, either for free or for a nominal 
charge. 

Each of the on-campus housing 
units have computer labs available 
where residents can use computers 
free of charge. Residents need only 
sign up in the available time slots at 
the main desk of the housing area. 

The labs in the housing areas are 
staffed with teaching assistants who 
are there to help anyone with ques- 
tions. 

Another word-processing option is 
the Word Center in 122 ELWC. The 
Word Center has both IBM and Mac- 
intosh computers as well as typewrit- 
ers available on a rental-time basis for 
student and non-students. Other 
equipment available for computer 
time includes a graphics scanner, a 
graphics plotter and a text scanner. 
Lab assistants are available for help. 

The Word Center also offers Word- 
perfect 5.1 workshops on occasional 
Saturdays. 

The Instructional Applications Ser- 
vices Lab also offers rental of com- 
puter time on both Macintosh and 
IBM computers. The IAS Lab is lo- 
cated in 111B of the Harold R. Clark 
Building, which is just south of the 
Harold B. Lee Library.

In addition to information on topics

the Smith Fieldhouse. Both loca- 
tions are adequate for occasional 
parking needs. 

The biggest parking bargain is the 
“Y” sticker, which allows access to 
the above plus the myriad of yellow 
“Y” lots around the campus perime- 
ter. You'll almost always be able to 
find a spot ina “Y” or “R” lot, inelud- 
ing parking areas by the tennis 
courts and a number of lots just be- 
low south eampus that are very 
close. All of that for a mere $15 a 
year — just 4 cents a day. Try that in 
any parking meter. 

If you really need it, you can pur- 
chase a “G” sticker. This entitles you 
to parking privileges anywhere ex- 
cept “A” (faculty) lots, service stalls, 
grassy areas and sidewalks. The two 
designated “G” lots are by the 
Eldon Tanner Building and the J.

Pres. Bush visits campus, athletes medal at Olympics 


Universe Services 


Although most of BYU has been 
gone since’ the end of April, campus 
has been anything but silent or bor- 
ing. Here is a short list of events that 
have happened at BYU and in the 
surrounding area since spring term 
began. 

Music in the weight room was re- 
stored after two months of silence. In 
March, a woman complained that the 
music was not appropriate for BYU 
and it was shut off. The weight room 
now plays Magic 107.5. May 


A woman reported she was raped 
near the Botany Pond after 10 p.m. 
one night while crossing campus. The 
woman had no affiliation with BYU. 
May 


National Honor Society Phi Beta 
Kappa turned down BYU’s third bid 
to establish a society chapter on cam- 
pus. Phi Beta Kappa said its main 
reason was that BY U’s mission state- 
ment did not allow open inquiry 
among students. May 


An academic freedom statement 
was outlined by a faculty committee 
and discussed for much of the sum- 
mer. The statements says faculty ex- 
pression can be limited when it seri- 
ously or adversely affects the 
university mission or The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
May-July 


BYU set enrollment records both 
spring and summer terms. Spring 
term reported 11,133 students and 
summer had an enrollment of 9,771. 
May, July 


Both men and women’s track won 
WAC championships this summer. 
Men’s track coach Willard Hirschi 
was named WAC Coach of the Year. 
May 


BYU made the top 10 for numbers 
of National Merit Scholars for the 
first time. BYU tied MIT and Duke 
with 100 National Merit Scholars 
each. May 


The First Presidency and Quo- 
rum of the Twelve Apostles of the 
LDS Church agreed to back an anti- 
gambling coalition trying to stop the 
passage of a Utah law to allow pari- 
mutuel betting. The First Presidency 
also issued a statement opposing 
gambling in various forms. May 


LDS President Ezra Taft Benson 
helped toss the first shovel of dirt at 
the groundbreaking of the Bountiful 
Temple. This was President Benson’s 
first appearance outside of Salt Lake 


City in more than two years. The tem- 
ple will be the eighth in Utah upon 
completion. May 


BYU religion professors John M. 
Madsen and C. Max Caldwell were 
called to the Second Quorum of the 
Seventy of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. June 


Deedee Corradini, mayor of Salt 
Lake City, was implicated in a scan- 
dal involving Bonneville Pacific Corp. 
A report claimed some principals, in- 
cluding Corradini, profited from some 
transactions between: affiliated com- 
panies selling assets back and forth. 
Corradini denied any wrongdoing.

Utah had several serious fires, in- 
cluding several in Utah Valley. Fires 
hit Alpine, Pleasant Grove, Y Moun- 
tain and very, close to Wymount, for 
example. June-July 


Stan Albrecht resigned as aca- 
demic vice president and associate 
provost. He will be replaced by. Todd 
A. Britsch in September. June 


Clayne L. Pope and John S. Tan- 
ner were appointed as academic vice 
presidents. July 


KBYU-TV’s Blue and White Net- 
work will become the official football 
network of the WAC in 1993. The net- 
work had formerly only broadcast 
BYU and Air Force Academy games. 
The WAC is under contract with 
ESPN through this year. July 


President Bush visited BYU and 
gave a speech in the Marriott Center. 
Bush is the first president since 
Harry S. Truman to speak at BYU 
while in office. The President, with 
state Republican leaders, spoke on 
family values and education, and 
Bush even quoted former LDS presi- 
dent David O. McKay.

BYU’s Lamanite Generation per- 
formed at Expo ’92 in Seville, Spain 
as part of the United States’ pavilion. 
President Rex Lee accompanied the 
group. July 


William Andrews was executed . 


for his role in the Ogden “Hi-Fi Shop” 
killings 18 years ago. Several groups, 
including Amnesty International, 
held protests and vigils and unsuc- 
cessfully pled for a last-minute stay of 
Andrews’ execution. July 


The Olympics honored two BYU | 
students and one alumna with 
medals. Frank Fredericks, a Fall 
graduate student, won silver medals 
in both the 100 and 200-meter dashes
